Thisofficehasbeenaskedtoclarify howthe
holder of astatewidecaterer’ slicense(SCAT) may
operatewithin Montgomery County inview of the
provisionsof Section 15-204 of Article2B of the
Annotated Codeof Marylandwhichrequiresthat all
alcoholicbeveragessoldinMontgomery County be
provided by theM ontgomery County Department of
Liquor Control.

Becauseof thisuniquerequirement, caterersmust
operatesomewhat differently inMontgomery County
thanthey wouldinother partsof thestate. The
followingguidelineshavebeen establishedtoaddress
thisissueand shouldbefollowedfor all catered
eventsinMontgomery County:

® Theholder of aSCAT license, nomatter where
inMarylandtheir principal placeof businessis
located, who plansto cater aneventin Montgom-
ery County must purchaseall product tobeused
at that event fromauthorized sourceswithinthat
county.

® Digtilled spiritsandwineproductsmust be
purchasedfromoneof theretail dispensaries
operated or controlled by theMontgomery
County Department of Liquor Control. Unused

CateringActivitiesin Montgomery County, Maryland

full bottlesaccompanied by areceipt may be
returnedtothedispensary storewherepur-
chased within 14 daysof purchasefor afull
refund. Partial bottlesmay either beleft withthe
person or entity who contracted for the catered
event or returnedtothe SCAT licensed pre-
misesfor futureuse. However, no partial bottles
may beused at catered eventsin Montgomery
County, regardlessof whenandwherethey
wereoriginally purchased.

® Mat beverageproducts, including keg beer, must
bepurchased fromtheDepartment of Liquor
Control warehouseor theholder of aretail license
of theproper classin Montgomery County. In
accordancewith Section6-701(h) of Article2B,
unused partial beer kegsmay not beused at any
futurecatered event.
